It is not dent by an 
order; not a pecuniary obligation but 
a duly. Alimony ia a liability arising 
trom the marriage relations between 
'.tie husband and wife and not arising 
iroiu the marriage contract. Alimony 
is not» fixed liability when subject to 
modifacticma. 
When not subject to 


•modification it is a case where the 
matter of alimony is agreed upon be- 
tween tho husband and wife ana the 
agreement approved by the court."
